Teachers

commended, the mediocre and the poor 
work should indicated. Invite the teacher 
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ask questions, offer your suggestions, 
but case order him thus 
the future. The principal such 
conference has been likened good 
physician, the teacher patient seeking 
advice some distemper ailment. Even 
healthy persons should periodically visit 
their doctors, for other reason than 
confirm their good health. Teachers 
not resent these meetings, rather welcome 
exchange views their work. 


Group Meetings 


some larger schools group meetings, 
about once month, have proved stimu- 
lating professionally and have aided super- 
vision. Teachers the fields religion, 
mathematics, English, science, commerce, 
and social studies, well other sub- 
ject-matter fields where the student enroll- 
ment not very large, might also meet. 
Effective leadership, preferably some 
older and experienced teacher, clear pur-

poses, and topics general interest, pre- 
pared well advance the meeting, are 
matters considered developing 
the group meeting some degree suc- 
cess. The discussion leader should sure 
avoid the pitfalls allowing some 
teachers hold forth long and loud 
their pet theories, letting the dis- 
cussion too far afield unrelated ma- 
terial. These meetings easily replace the 
weekly teachers’ meetings, customary 
many teaching communities, and prove 
fine departure from the weekly discussion 
the principal, where the stress rather 
the administrative than the super- 
visory. 


Demonstration Lessons 


This phase supervision 
closely with group meetings; fact, can 
made part them. The need would 
determine the frequency such lessons, 
possibly several times year. For audience, 
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beginning teachers surely would part, 
likewise teachers new the school and 
possibly mature teachers still rut.

The demon- 
stration lesson could given equally well 
with without class students. 
Intervisitation 

rather indeterminate phase the 
principal’s supervision intervisitation 
classes teachers their own school, and 
classes other schools, private and 
public. Visitation classes other schools 
has been done before, either holyday, 
school day, with replacements 
made. Visitation classes our own 
schools, where younger teachers visit ex- 
perienced teachers action has not been 
tried any appreciable extent, but too 
has merits.

School 

This form supervision ties with 
the class visitation report. point 
our concern certain specific phase 
the teaching technique observed classes 
over set period supervision. The pro- 
cedure would take this form: Specific 
phases teaching, such class partici- 
pation recitations, skill making as- 
signments, skill questioning, the organi- 
zation and conduct drills, teachers’ 
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mannerisms, attitudes toward the teacher 
and subject matter, would discussed 
the principal’s school conference order. 
For the next two weeks, for longer 
period, class visitation with special check 
list high-lighting the teaching acts indi- 
cated above, would made the prin- 
cipal. After this period the principal might 
well report his findings, not only the 
individual teacher private conference, 
but also the entire faculty. After lapse 
several weeks months, the same pro- 
cedure might repeated, where the prin- 
cipal would utilize previous reports his 
findings. this way entire year’s plan 
supervision can effected. 


Other Phases Supervision 


Other phases supervision now 
simply indicate, deserve consideration, dis- 
cussion, and investigation. The encourage- 
ment the use educational tests 
reliable and valid evaluators teaching 
success should fostered more than 
has. principal who interests himself 
subject-testing program will much 
advance the cause efficient instruction 
his school. Important remember here 
that the teachers themselves better 
schooled test interpretation. Too often 
are tests, and good ones, given and 
remedial action taken. cases where they 
are entered the permanent record card, 
little cognizance taken results 
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ance goes. 

Meeting the instructional needs slow 
pupils, pupils who cannot master the tra- 


ditional subjects, another matter 


grave concern the supervising principal 
today. Elimination these students the 
public schools does not solve, simply 
evades the problem. Increasing the num- 
ber vocational courses, introduction 


remedial work, dilution academic sub- 


jects, along with the necessary adjustment 
marking system and different kind 
diploma might the solution. One so- 
lution which can always tried the 
sectioning group, sectioning classes, 
sectioning within class, the class not 
homogeneous. Such sectioning may only 
the mind the teacher. 

Supervisory bulletins, which study fail- 
ures, pupil response, distribution marks, 
test results, might too used. Direction 
professional reading, magazines and

member that supervision never inspec- 
tion for its own sake, but means 
helpfulness, mutual co-operation, and 
friendliness, has for purpose quicken 
our professional conscience through un- 
derstanding Catholic high school objec- 
tives, actualized methods peculiar and 
special our Catholic Way Education.

“That ticher,” said, “she know what 
for everything. She know how 
make Juan well maybe.” 

“That ticher” nodded wisely when Jose 
said that Juan was “sick the throat.” 

“Don’t worry bit,” she said. “Just 
give him tablespoonful coal oil every 
two three hours and wrap rag wet 
with around his neck. He’ll all right 
time.”

Jose thanked her and went home. But 
Mama Carmen had coal oil because she 
cooked with charcoal and burned candles 
for light. Jose cranked his old 
jalopy and drove the fifteen miles the 
mission. There bought coal oil and 
hurried back the anxious Carmen. Now 
Juan would soon well. 

But Juan grew worse instead better. 
spite the coal oil became harder 
and harder for him breathe and two 
days later gave the struggle. 
that time another child was “sick the 
throat.” 

When Jose went the mission ar- 
range for Juan’s funeral, one the 
Fathers drove home with him, put the 
other children his car and drove 
the nearest doctor. The sick child had 
well developed case diphtheria, 
was decided that Juan had had malig- 
nant laryngeal form the same disease. 
Jose, Carmen, and all the children were 
immunized once. The sick child event- 
ually recovered, but result Juan’s 
death Jose’s faith was gone 
forever. 


Teachers Not Prepared 


This story startling but true. Un- 
fortunately not isolated case 
teacher’s ignorance health principles 
but only one increasing number 
such cases that have been brought our 
attention during the past few years. 
thoughtful review them forces one 
the reluctant conclusion that the health 
education section our teacher-training 
program must woefully inadequate. 

Perhaps you feel that few teachers would 
“that ticher” did that they would 
realize that Juan might have diphtheria 
and direct Jose take him doctor. 
You may right, but the fact remains 
that many our teachers seem have 
only vague idea the principles under- 
lying physical, mental, and emotional 
health. result they often unintention- 
ally serious irreparable damage 
the children entrusted them. 

This ignorance not rule culpable. 
Students are inclined take the teacher- 
training program offered their school 
trusting and, for the most part, un- 
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critical spirit. they notice that the health 
education section consists superficial 
courses anatomy, and physiology, with 
few lectures mental hygiene thrown 
for good measure, and none these 
courses seems much practical 
value interest, they accept the situation 
without comment and sleep through the 
courses. 

When they begin teach and are con- 
fronted with animated physical and emo- 
tional problems the persons their 
pupils, they frequently wonder why some 
course couldn’t have been given that would 
assist them solving such problems. But 
they usually have way obtaining the 
help they need they stumble along, 
fumbling and struggling, trying find 
solution the trial and error method. 


Physical and Mental Health 


The term “health” cannot limited 
mean the mere physical well-being 
child. Dr. Jesse Williams, one the 
earlier editions Healthful Living defines 
health condition which mind, 
body, and spirit work together obtain 
the greatest possible good.” child 
complex creature and its physical, mental, 
and emotional growth rates must syn- 
balanced adult. 

Physical and mental hygiene comple- 
ment each other and both belong health 
education. personal opinion that 
there are truly bad stubborn chil- 
dren, but merely children with physical 
emotional handicaps. All too often these 
handicaps 
fore untreated until the child becomes 
definitely maladjusted and presents prob- 
lem. Unfortunately, teachers who are ig- 
norant skeptical the relationship be- 
tween behavior and handicaps this 
nature are often the predisposing cause 
maladjustment. 

Such teachers are usually rigid disci- 
plinarians, forcing all children into one be- 
havior mold instead studying the child, 
then fitting the discipline its special 
needs. Discipline necessary course. 
child without like ship without 
rudder, utterly and dangerously adrift. 
undisciplined child will peevish, dis- 
contented, unruly, and will grow into 
peevish, discontented, and unruly adult. 
But will unwisely disciplined child. 
The iron hand discipline should usually 
hidden the velvet glove under- 
standing and tolerance and only com- 
prehensive course mental hygiene, with 
practical applications teaching problems, 
can fit one weigh disciplinary pros and 
cons intelligently. 


Teachers Can Help 


Teachers often blame parents for the 
emotional foibles their pupils. 
true that physical and emotional training 
has its origin the home, but the 
training school utterly and diametri- 
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cally opposed that the home, child’s 
adjustment may slow and painful. 
teacher not patient and understanding 
adjustment may made, and emo- 
tional difficulties will arise which have their 
origin the disciplinary situation the 
classroom. That why practical training 
mental hygiene should part 
teacher-training program. also points 
the fact that knowledge child’s phy- 
sical and emotional background vital 
importance teacher. 

There also very definite relationship 
between child’s physical and emotional 
condition and its spiritual life. That our 
Lord considered this relationship between 
man’s physical and spiritual natures im- 
portant shown many incidents His 
public life. Religious teachers are trying 
walk His footsteps. Before they de- 
cide that their disciplinary attitude they 
can ignore such factors, might well 
for them meditate bit upon Christ’s 
tolerant attitude toward the varied phy- 
sical and emotional shortcomings His 
followers. particular, His patient humor- 
ing St. Thomas’ stubborn incredulity 
holds lesson for all teachers. 


Your Inventory 


Health education should beyond mere 
superficial courses anatomy, physiology, 
and mental hygiene. should prac- 
tical and comprehensive become 
tool which the teacher can mold and 
shape her pupils. The following question- 
naire may help you decide whether not 
you possess such tool. 

Can you give simple tests for visual 
and auditory acuity? 

Are you able cope with emergencies 
requiring intelligent first aid treatment? 
Also ask yourself you realize that ap- 
parently trivial injuries may become serious 
neglected.

This involves the ability recognize the 
early the acute infectious 
diseases. 

Are you familiar with the symptoms 
malnutrition and nerve fatigue 
children?

Can you recognize and treat mild 
insulin shock? 

Would you able treat child 
with epileptic seizure calmly 
telligently? (There widespread belief 
among otherwise intelligent people that the 
saliva epileptic infectious. This 
untrue, but has caused epileptic chil- 
dren shunned and neglected. Such 
neglect frequently results serious injury 
its victim.) 

you realize that sore eyes must 
never neglected? 


Can you recognize abnormal skin 
conditions?

11. you realize that children cannot 
alert stuffy, ill-ventilated room? 

12. you realize that extreme 
tability extreme dullness and apathy all 
too often indicate the presence physical 
defects which can easily remedied 
minor surgical measures, dental optical 
care? 

13. you realize the necessity pro- 
bing into the physical and emotional back- 
ground your pupils? 

14. Could you direct the parents your 
pupils the various agencies which would 
assist them remedying defects, and give 
them social, psychological, material aid? 

15. you realize that such things 
purifying, ultra-violet lights are not orna- 
ments but vital weapons the fight 
against disease? 

16. Can you present health principles 
clearly and intelligently? 

17. you realize that the teacher who 
neglects herself physically not acting 
justly her pupils? 

18. you realize the need for wide- 
spread and complete immunization against 
the acute infectious diseases? 

19. you realize the need for giving 
good example matters physical and 
mental hygiene? Actions always speak 
louder than words. 

Perhaps you feel that most teachers will 
never need all the above skills and atti- 
tudes. But how can any teacher decide 
just which she will will not need? Even 
districts possessing superior and efficient 
health service emergencies may arise which 
call for prompt, intelligent action before 
nurse doctor arrives. rural districts 
where health service merely name 
occasionally heard imperative that 
teacher able act also social 
worker nurse’s aid when necessary. 

Seek and Find 

And now, questionnaire shows 
that your health education equipment 
very blunt, ineffectual tool, what can you 

individual you can’t great 
deal perhaps, but with the co-operation 
superiors, school principles, and superin- 
tendents great deal can done. Appli- 
cation organizations such the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, the Anti-tuberculosis 
League, the United States Public Health 
Service, and the Visiting Nurse Asso- 
ciation will make available variety 
courses and practical lectures. The various 
county and state organizations for Handi- 
capped and Crippled Children will serve 
the same way. 

Many religious congregations have af- 
filiations with hospitals. should 
simple matter for such arrange for 
medical and nursing staff members give 
courses groups teachers. 
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Diocesan school boards might also co- 
operate. would not difficult for them 
arrange for lectures pertinent sub- 
jects given from time time during 
the year. Many them hold clinics 
workshops subjects such remedial 
reading. Why not occasional health 
education clinic for variety? 

Your local Catholic Charities organi- 
zation would probably very glad 
enlighten you concerning the possible and 
practical sociological psychological 
solutions teaching problems. Most dio- 
ceses sponsor very efficient organizations. 
yours does not, application the local 
Associated Charities would bring the same 
results. 

Individual groups could 
clubs. The Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company puts out excellent pamphlets 
most the subjects treated the question- 
naire. Perhaps the same company other 
insurance companies, through their local 
office, would give special help your study 
club. 

The United States Department Edu- 
cation also puts out valuable pamphlet, 
What Every Teacher Should Know About 
the Physical Condition Her Pupils, 
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Pamphlet 68, Dept. Interior. old 
publication, but would provide good ma- 
terial for study club. would pam- 
phlet, Mental Hygiene the Classroom, 
published the National Committee 
Mental Hygiene. 

Many schools are offering workshops 
health education. More would perhaps 
open such workshops sufficient interest 
them was manifested. Smaller Catholic 
colleges, handicapped lack funds 
personnel, could undoubtedly arrange for 
workshops for summer Saturday classes 
applying the organizations mentioned 
above. 

You may feel that follow any plan 
outlined would take great deal time 
and effort. would, but you would reap 
large dividends the investment. 
Christians are obliged strive for per- 
fection. Would time wasted helped 
observe the Fifth Commandment and 
the precept love neighbor more 
perfectly? 


What Masterpiece! 
teacher who follows the principles laid 
education will almost automatically turn 
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the minds her pupils Godward. Her 
tolerant, sympathetic, 
attitude toward their mental, physical, and 
emotional problems will make them feel 
that she trying put into practice the 
religious principles she teaches. intelli- 
gent presentation fundamental physical 
facts will convince them the physical 
perfection their minds and bodies. They 
will see that only all-wise, all-powerful 
Creator could have conceived such 
perfect precision machines and laid down 
laws minutely regulating 
formance. 

There perhaps more spiritually 
stimulating doctrine than the one which 
teaches that our bodies are the temples 
the living God. That same God not only 
designed and built them but embellished 
them with physical, mental, and emotional 
capabilities. 

Pagans spare efforts beautify the 
temples their false gods, and jealously 
guard them against desecration. Will any 
time effort ours wasted which 
will enable one child guard and beautify 
more perfectly the mind and body which 
are definitely and peculiarly the temple 
the one, true God?

Pope Pius his Motu Proprio 
made clear general rule follow this 
matter: “The more musical composition 
for use church like plain chant 
its movement, its inspiration, and its feel- 
ing, much the more right and 
liturgical; and the more differs from 
this highest model, much the less 
worthy the house God.” 

May not hope that our children, who 
sing and feel and love the hymns and chant 
the Catholic Church tenderly and 
well, will grow into strong men and women 
tomorrow strong enough not toler- 
ate least not partake the kind 
stuff have tried hard let die.

“Tell the 
students everything,” they say, tell 
point-blank.” the opposite side are the 
minimalists, who err defect. “The less 
said the better,” they maintain, “and silence 
best.” 

the maximalist camp are 
sponsible characters, such the exhibitionist, 
who never ceases dragging sex into all his 
classwork, and the sensationalist, who likes 
shock young people. However, most maxi- 
malists are earnest teachers following this 
type reasoning: the students are very 
much need help with chastity; the 
more instruction give them the better 
off they will be.

The Golden Mean 


Between the two camps are the moderates, 
who conclude that both extremes see but 
limited area large problem; each 
champions truth but not the whole it. 
Taking broad view, the moderates realize 
that what appears great and unfriendly 
distance between the opponents really 
unrestricted ground allowing great freedom 
opinion. Spiritual and educational leaders 
point out norms but not furnish the 
precise phrases which teachers are employ; 
even the directives from Rome leave 
almost unlimited margin for variation 
opinion. 

Sensible observers, moreover, not under- 
estimate the difficulties involved clearing 
apparent contradictions this field. For 
example, common sense obliges teacher 
modest and restrained matters sex; 
yet charity and justice drive him speech 
and action. can cause harm over- 
doing purity lessons well keeping 
silent. How will teacher calm his conscience 
says nothing effectual purity, lest 
trouble his students—and yet how will 
feel sure not tempting them when 
does speak out clearly? 


Perils Public Presentation 

seems safe say that there are many 
teachers who would like dispense light 
and aid, but who never work definite 
program chastity instruction account 
valid fears. And inflaming students’ passions 
the classroom only one possible evil. 
The Catholic teacher 
imaginations with lurid pictures that recur 
time and again; can stir prurient 
after-class discussions; can shock his 
hearers, some them tender and most 
them possessing high aspirations; can lower 
ideals with frivolous light delivery;

This danger scandalizing youth obviously 
requires teachers keep within the bounds 
modesty; that here have the first 
restriction any sex education chastity 
program, restriction rooted nature.

terest teachers. Since the notion wide-

Passage Much Misconstrued

ment from the Encyclical Christian 
Education.

This statement sometimes brought for- 
ward telling argument against public 
sex education. And since many confuse sex 
education with purity instruction, used 
conclusive proof that the Church de- 
mands silence the classroom when chastity 
topics are concerned.

the sixth and ninth commandments 
given the classroom?” 


think that some other things besides copula- 
tion could enter into the content the home in- 
struction that would not matter for the school. 
For example, think father could appropriately 
into the bathroom where his twelve-year-old 
son taking bath, and explain the boy just 
what his organs are called, how should cleanse 
himself, etc. mother could the same for her 
daughter. There would not necessarily any 
reference copulation this instruction. 


His answer makes plain, too, that not 
only subject matter but also method 
there thin substantial partition between 
home and school instruction. 
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Contraries Reconciled 

The investigation Roman documents and 
the definition terms should point out the 
common ground between the two extremes 
and should provide sufficient rebuttal against 
their arguments.

Constructive Advice 

Having surveyed what the Catholic teacher 
and not allowed the classroom 
about purity, turn next what ought 
do. this positive aspect the problem, 
also, find that shelffuls printed material 
yield scant experienced authoritative as- 
sistance. far the classroom teacher 
concerned, too much what written 
about chastity education negative: the 
parents should this and that—but the 
teacher mustn’t!

The religious 
instructor who, through false sense modesty 
excessive yielding embarrassment, would 
fail explain this matter clearly and satisfac- 
torily would certainly remiss.

Notice how Father Connell emphasizes that 
the teacher not only teach about 
chastity but teach clearly, explicitly. This 
point bears repetition, for “much the 
catechism instruction the sixth command- 
ment probably useless because its being 
and 

imperative that the teacher instruct 
precisely chastity even when feels re- 
luctance so. goes with his lesson 
even when has reason think that certain 
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individuals are being sexually aroused. 
long this instruction prudent, merely 
continues his duty; this event, not 
his words but the youngsters’ weakness 
blame. 


Law Double Effect 


These conclusions, too, were checked with 
widely known for both prudence and alertness. 
“What teacher supposed do,” the 
present writer inquired, “if notices that 
one two his boys are aroused during 
what deems prudent lesson the 
sixth and ninth commandents?”

When God calls judgment the Catholic 
teachers living our time and examines 
their record the spiritual works mercy, 
who can deny that “instructing the ignorant” 
and “counseling the doubtful” will inter- 
preted include effectual purity lessons? 

When matter course the school 
teaches all students the proper attitude 
sex, rules for right and wrong, practical 
methods self-control, and the like, then 
some the harm can undone the 
parents have failed their duty; the 
parents have performed it, assurance will 
made double sure. Fewer generous souls will 
scrupulous bewildered; they will have 
deeper understanding chastity. There will 
less subjective sins from careless youths, 
more wholesome dating, more care choosing 
mate, less “Catholic divorces.” 

sign the times that one 
metropolitan diocese, after too many Catholic 
high school graduates had turned the 
matrimonial court practically oblivious the 
fundamental duties and ends their state, 
the chancery office sent out priests, 
attempt prevention, give series 
marriage lectures every Catholic high 
school not conducted clerics. 


Contract With the Home 


Not only charity but also justice the 
teacher owes good instruction his classes. 
When Catholic parents entrust their children

What 
the significance Jubilee Year, what 
its history? know the signficance 
jubliee certain joyous events, such 
silver jubilee, golden jubilee, the ordination 
parish, marriage, etc. From such use 
can readily deduce the meaning the 
word the proclamation Pius XII 
year jubilee from Christmas 1949. The 
word derived from Hebrew word, mean- 
ing the blast trumpet. According the 
law set forth the twenty-fifth chapter 
Leviticus, intervals fifty years, the 
tenth day the seventh month, that is, 
the day atonement, the blast the 
trumpet was heard throughout the land 
Israel. The year remission was thus pro- 
claimed, which bondsmen were restored 
liberty, and every man returned his own 
possessions. 

From this Jewish custom the Catholic 
Church has adopted the word “jubilee,” and 
she has proclaimed from time time year 
remission from the temporal punishments 
due sin. The jubilee becomes oppor- 
tunity for the gaining plenary indul- 
gence those who are peace with God, 
who repentance win that peace. During 
the jubilee even ordinary confessors are em- 
powered absolve from many cases that 
are other times reserved the bishop. 

The first jubilee was proclaimed the 
year 1300 Pope Boniface VIII. Cardinal 
Stefaneschi, eyewitness, tells that 
that time throngs pilgrims streamed 
Rome beg the Holy Father’s blessing. 
Among these pilgrims was man 107 years 
old, who recalled that the beginning 
the previous century his father had gone

Rome gain the indulgence. Since 
many people requested the privilege gain- 
ing plenary indulgence, Pope Boniface 
tried find out whether not there existed 
document prove the tale. Researches 
this respect proved futile. Still, there pre- 
vailed universal belief that special indul- 
gence was granted Rome the opening 
each new century. After some reflection, 
consistory was called Boniface and 
bull was issued give the pilgrims op- 
portunity atone for their sins. said, 
that 1300 more than 2,000,000 men and 
women came the eternal city. Their visit 
the holy shrines gave them precious 
opportunity increase their faith, streng- 
then their hope, and give them more 
ardor their charity. 

The bull Pope Boniface had provided 
that the jubilee celebrated every hundred 
years. enable all men during their life- 
time participate the abundant graces 
Therefore, Pope Clement decreed 1343, 
that the next Holy Year would celebrated 
1350. that time, Pope Clement was 
Avignon, France, captivity and 
could not present for the ceremonies 
opening the gates the Holy Door. His 
delegate was Cardinal Caetini. was see 
that the pilgrims who wished gain 
the jubilee indulgence visited three basilicas: 
St. John Lateran, St. Peter, and St. Paul- 
outside-the-walls. Pope Gregory XI, while 
still residing Avignon, decreed that 
fourth church should added the visits 
the pilgrims, namely, St. Maria Maggiore. 
Urban made the cycle recurrence 
the Holy Year years, the length the 
time Jesus Christ lived earth. Hence, 
Holy Year was celebrated 1390, and 
again 1400. extraordinary Holy Year 
was held 1423 thank God for the return 
unity after the “Western Schism.” Paul 
decreed the interval recurrence years, 
now stands. was 1500, when the 
then reigning Pope Alexander inaugurated 
the solemn ceremonies opening the Holy 
Doors St. Peter’s himself. Simulta- 
neously cardinals were deputed perform 
the same impressive ceremonies the pope’s 
own cathedral, St. John Lateran, St. Mary 
Major, and St. Paul-outside-the-walls. 

new custom was begun with Pope 
Alexander VI, namely, ringing for two 
hours, each three days before Christ- 


mas, more than four hundred Rome’s 
church bells. 1525, Pope Clement VII 
ordained that the hammer should 
“silver that the Holy Father was 
carry lighted candle his left hand, and 
that carry cross with long handle 
his right hand while 
through the “Porta Sancta.” 

extraordinary jubilee granted 
times also particular cities countries. This 
does not usually last for whole year. The 
election new pope frequently taken 
fitting occasion for granting jubilee. Pope 
Sixtus 1585 was the first grant this 
indulgence that might have the prayers 
the entire Church help him his sacred 
duties. 

1575, under Pope Gregory XII, the 
custom was inaugarated announcing the 
jubilee St. Peter’s with silver trumpets 
sounding, the presence the Holy Father, 
the Ascension Day preceding the begin- 
ning the Holy Year. 1800, result 
the French Revolution, Holy Year was 
not proclaimed. 1825, however, Pope 
Leo XII, “the gentle celebrated 
with large numbers and with deep religious 
fervor the Holy Year. Once again, 1850, 
Pius deemed imprudent proclaim 
Holy Year. 1875, only the people residing 
Rome and few places elsewhefe could 
obtain the Golden Indulgence stipulated 
practices piety. During the reign Pope 
Pius three times Holy Year was de- 
creed, 1925, 1929, the occasion the 
fiftieth anniversary His Holiness, and 
1933, recall the nineteenth centenary 
the death our Lord. This extraordinary 
Holy Year was extended April 1935. 
the present time, Vatican authorities are do- 
ing their utmost prepare worthily for the 
coming Holy Year 1950. wonder; for 
three outstanding anniversaries will bring 
added joy the Holy Father: 1949 marks 
his fiftieth anniversary ordination the 
holy priesthood, the twentieth anniversary 
his elevation the cardinalate, and the tenth 
anniversary his crowning pope.

1950 has begun. The eyes His Holiness 
are upon the Catholic teacher give him 
all possible support for successful Holy 
Year.

Foreign Language Classes 
Need the Library 


Sister Catherine, O.P.* 


Correlation the library with the life 
the school always has been one the aims 
school library service. With this objective 
mutual service mind, let consider some 
the ways and means which library and 
foreign language department may correlate 
their interests and efforts. First let list 
some general suggestions for the librarian 
which may helpful the language 
instructor. 

specialist the field books and 
library tools, the librarian should suggest 
books, book lists, and other types 
material available the language field and 
its related subjects. The librarian renders 
service the instructor when she places 
books, specially requested for class use, 
reserve shelves and shortens, necessary, 
the loan periods. 

Circulation books through the classroom 
may prove very helpful planned carefully 
the librarian. Books are taken the 
classroom the language class representative

this effectively, she should try 
keep touch with the units classwork, 
that she may have adequate 
ing what being studied. 

Another activity that teachers and librarians 
share the instruction pupils the use 
books and libraries. this regard, the 
librarian may supplement the teacher’s library 
instruction with further individual help, 
the students use the library. 

Exhibiting student’s projects the library 
stimulates classroom interest 
For example, the librarian, having furnished 
costume plates for project French 
character sketches done into English 
French class, exhibits the book transla- 
tions, when finished. 


Films From the Library 


the face rapidly growing tendency 
the use the film the interest educa- 
tion, the question arises what part the 
school library play. Since classrooms 
are not equipped for projecting films, there 
might film room furnished for 
purpose and scheduled through the library. 
This assumes that the librarian collects and 
cares for classroom audio-visual aids. 

the aim this panel contribute 
ideas practical value for correlating library 
work with classroom work.

The librarian, co-oper- 
ating, ready apportion part the 
annual book budget the needs the 
foreign language department. 

The language class may undertake the 
preparation list readings significant 
for classwork. Such bibliographies are made 
presumably with the help the 
librarian, the basis the instructor’s an- 
nounced program for the week ahead. this 
activity accomplishes nothing else than keep- 
ing the librarian informed advance 
coming demands, will worth while. 


Teach Use Library 

The instructor should allow time her 
lesson plan for taking the language class 
the library show them exactly where 
and how use the various materials. 
useful way doing this have the 
students look the call numbers for books 
their language reading list. This most 
profitable done the beginning the 
semester, the numbers, when found, being 
noted the margins the bibliography 
means speeding future reference work. 

Another valuable activity, directed the 
instructor, poster making encourage 
reading. Student-made posters carry more 
interest and also create desirable relation- 
ship between the library and the students. 
The function library posters advertise 
library wares. Posters bearing the question 
“Do You Know Your Library?” can made 
several languages and placed throughout 
the building. These create interest among 
students who know the language well 
those who not. 

The language instructor should 
bring audio-visual aids, especially films and 
film strips, into her classroom. Because 
their importance, particular effort should 
made for acquiring film 
library. Rev. Bernard Butcher the 
Catholic discusses way and 
means establishing such library. The 
main point his successful plan may 
termed “the dime week campaign for 
better education,” since based upon the 
subscription ten cents week per student.

There certainly lack alertness 
the so-called widespread delinquency. Many 
are the resultant plans and projects under 
way; and many more exist theory. 
also thought provoking note that much 
the remedial efforts tend toward recreational 
and social rehabilitation. necessity most 
these methods are applied outside the 
authority the home and the classroom. 
result, they lack the strength influence 
necessary upon delinquent child. Play 
and diversion, most cases, merely serve 
substitutes for mischief, but often fail 
accomplish any actual cures. The true 
delinquents usually revert their original 
weaknesses. This inescapable because most 
the means employed for remedial mea- 
sures are not adequate implant the 
mind and heart the delinquent young one 
opposing influence superior his failings. 
Here where the teacher may play 
greater role than others the task help- 
ing the juvenile delinquent. 

Danny, age strong, healthy, and 
rather large boy. Too, likable and 
generous helping about the classroom. 
craves attention, and offering his 
services gets the notice, which 
time, seems necessary him. Teacher has 
noted all these good points, but has also 
become aware noticeable weakness 
Danny. takes things that not belong 
him, particularly money. With Danny 
there eliminated the excuse gross ig- 
norance; for has been instructed. Also, 
deprivation. has much the other 
children. Clearly, therefore, case 
some deep-seated moral mental deviation 
from the normal. 

Teacher, result wide experience, 
knows that necessary save this child 
from his own weakness.

watchfulness and the inculcation the 
moral and natural beauty honesty. Next, 
there sought some solid lasting means 
interest that will serve Danny both 
absorption and enjoyment, 
serve effective and lasting bulwark 
against idleness and insecurity which are 
pitfalls for those with Danny’s weakness.

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But—Why Invert That Divisor?

For decades upon decades, fifth- and sixth- 
grade teachers have been telling their girls 
and boys “invert the divisor and multiply.” 
Some have made feeble attempt ration- 
alization the process but usually ended 
with the classic injunction, “Be sure invert 
the divisor and multiply.” All this time, most 
upper grade and secondary school teachers 
have been plagued with the extra labor 
doing remedial work the division frac- 
tions, not because previous teachers did not 
know how explain the procedure, nor be- 
cause the children could not grasp the mean- 
ingful explanation, but simply because they 
felt that they had much else “cover” 
that they followed the line least resistance 
and drilled, “invert the divisor and multiply.” 

Just why all this duplication effort? Why 
should division fractions difficult? 
Why should remediation necessary? The 
cause may that the children had forgotten 
what they had learned mechanically and had 
way figuring out which fraction in- 
vert when they were confronted with two frac- 
tions with divisor larger than the divi- 
dend. 

Should the children know why they perform 
certain processes arithmetic? Definitely, 
yes! They know, should know, that they 
add multiply when they want larger an- 
swer; that multiplication short cut 
addition just addition short cut 
counting. They know, should know, that 
they subtract divide when they want 
smaller answer. And, before they ever use 
any these processes problem, they 
know, should know, whether they want 
smaller larger answer. They know, 
should know, why they shift the decimal point 
the division decimals. They know, 
should know, the why the quotient place- 
ment simple division. They know, should 
know, the why the and the the area 
circle and the volume sphere, re- 
spectively. They know, should know, the 
reason for any the rules and principles, 
even only make good use the highest 
their God-given intellectual faculties, 
namely, the understanding reasoning proc- 
ess. Then, why shouldn’t they know why they 
invert the divisor the division fractions? 

Several recently published series arith- 
metics treatises the teaching arith- 
metic give one the other reason for the 
inversion the divisor but date, our 
knowledge, one has completely summarized 
nor clearly presented the three possible ex- 
planations for the rule usually given. The 
inversion the divisor can explained 
through: (1) common denominators, (2) parti- 
tion, (3) measurement.

the advertised wares and their prices, the 
prospective proprietor had letter his 
her name conspicuous place the 
poster. The assembling the pictures and the 
constructing the posters were done during 
art period previous the unit letter 
writing. White construction paper, 18, 
artistically tinted means paint, colored 
chalk, spatter ink, served the background 
for the articles advertised. Every poster, 
prominently displayed the room before 
and during the entire unit, gave the children 
ample time decide which stores they 
wished patronize. this way, letter-writing 
readiness was created. Two three days 
were devoted organizing skeletons let- 
ters and addressing envelopes. Each child 
was asked write two skeletons day, 
thereby acquainting himself with the format 
business letter. proper folding 
the letter, envelope resulted; this the 
children addressed. The next step was 
write complete letters which least four 
five different articles and multiple quanti- 
ties each were ordered, also the method 
secure order for every child, the class 
democratically arranged that two children 
order from the same person firm. The 
letters, having been written, were enclosed 
regular envelopes, addressed, and posted 
the “School Post Office.” child, previously 
appointed postmaster, stamped the chil-

youngsters depicted air mail and commemor- 
ative stamps their school, classmates, 
town) and deposited the mail box for 
distribution the next morning. Since mathe- 
matics was involved this next procedure, 
the children opened their mail during the 
arithmetic period and computed their cus- 
tomer’s bills which, most cases, were large.

This 
done, the customers proceeded pay their 
bills. The proprietors, having received their 
checks, endorsed them, and deposited them 
the bank. Thus ended one complete as- 
signment our business letter-writing unit. 
The brighter children who wished buy from 
more stores were permitted pro- 
vided they did not thereby 
gifted children.

Wheat 

Discuss Mr. Jones’ machinery. 
and label the plow, the tractor, the harrow, 
the drill. There are good pictures farm 
machinery pp. 132-135 Centerville. 
Show the purpose each piece machinery 
and also show where each one made. 

Plant some wheat, corn, potatoes, and 
flower seeds boxes. Note the likenesses 
and differences our methods planting 
compared with Mr. Jones’. 

Begin class dictionary. Enter the follow- 
ing terms: crops, plow, machinery, seeds, 
tractor, drill, harrow, etc. Have group 
children responsible for keeping list 
the new terms which are encountered during 
the week. Set aside one period each week 
keep the picture dictionary date. 

Show how Don and Sue help with spring 
work. First all point out the fact that, 
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since they are the second grade, they must 
school every day, too. Read pp. 88-89 
the City and the Farm. Read their 
description the school, the school bus, 
and their distance from school, told one 
their letters. Illustrate. 

Compare their tasks and activities with 
school days and Satur- 
days and Sundays. Bring out the fact that 
they always attend Mass, say their morning 
and evening prayers, and their meal prayers 
just do. The book, Helping the 
Farm, gives very clear picture some 
the farm boys’ tasks. Discuss their little 
chores after school: gathering the eggs, help- 
ing feed the chickens, helping with the 
supper, etc. 

Explain. After Mr. Jones gets his small 
grains, his garden, and his potatoes planted, 
must plant his corn. Show how this 
carefully done. Discuss the purpose 
cultivation. Refer the above mentioned 
pictures Centerville. 

The book, Dick Makes Garden, could 
read and discussed this time bring out 
the idea that the little plants need much 
care. Emphasize the fact that Mr. Jones and 
all farmers are entirely dependent God 
for the success their crops. They must have 
the right amount rainfall, warmth, etc., 
they are grow properly. Compose prayer 
for good crops. 

After all the seeds have been planted, Don 


and Sue said their father bought five hundred 
baby chickens from the hatchery. The book, 
Don’s Farm, gives complete picture 
how the farmer has eggs hatched and how 
cares for and profits from the chickens. 
Cluck-Cluck’s Egg good little book for 
clarifying this point. 

Discuss reasons for the various buildings 
the farm. Discuss the family and the 
home. Bring out the idea that happy 
home. Why? Talk about the main activities 
Mother, Father, Joe, Phyllis, Don, and 
Sue described one their letters. 
Illustrate some these activities. 

After the children understand the purpose 
the buildings the farm, ask them 
they would like make miniature farm set 
home and bring school when 
finished. Let the boys choose the building 
they would like make. They could di- 
vided into groups according their addresses.

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FINGER PAINTING

certain that every primary kinder- 
garten teacher familiar with the medium 
finger paint. precisely painting with the 
fingers, thumbs, fists, hands, and even with the 
forearm. This medium delight any 
child who has the chance use freely. 

The finger paint which most know 
the commercial finger paint. This excel- 
lent but very few schools could afford 
steady diet. fine medium for hand 
prints gift booklet covers. But for every- 
day use homemade finger paint more practi- 
cal. Originally used boiled laundry starch 
base for finger paint adding show card 
color. But this becomes watery from the heat 
the human hand, and very often quite 
useless result. Besides, unless one 
equipped the classroom with hot plate, 
this base would have prepared outside 
school hours. For the most this 
neither convenient nor possible. There 
now powder finger paint the market, 
but the price still more than can afford 
pay. For several years have used paper 
hangers’ dry paste base. This can 
mixed with cold water moment’s notice. 
cheap and, stored cool place 
keeps for several days. Add the pasty 
mixture, which should not too thick, nor 
should too thin, whatever shade 
easel powder paint you may desire. mix 
several colors and allow the children 
use them any combination, pure, 
they wish. Children can given the white 
base and allowed add their own color. But 
for this one would need careful supervision 
waste show card color were not result. 
find safer and simpler mix the colors 
myself. 


Necessary Equipment 


You will want know, “Can this finger 
paint used ordinary kindergarten 
setup?” think so. Children should work 
standing tables least feet high. They 
better work, are more free use their 
arms, and less apt make mess when they 
stand for work with this medium.

Children Like 


Children obtain artistic effects with the 
least possible talent and experience.

The child who has 
motor handicaps should allowed and en- 
couraged take more than his share turns 
his job. The child who under strain 
home, who emotionally upset, who 
high strung and tense, will often cure himself 
strain through finger paint. Brush paint 
requires much more skill, much more con- 
trol that children never develop the doing 
the same spirit joy. They are never 
completely relaxed. Time and again have 
seen gifted child lovely job painting 
with brush, only the last moment have 
large drop color run down and spoil his 
work, Almost always such experience pre- 
vents the child from using this medium again 
for some little time. 


Occupational Therapy

NOTES SCHOOL CLEANING 


Dry cleaning blackboards advisable. 
Particularly natural slate boards 
maintained the dry removal chalk and 
dust. 

Where washing considered necessary, 
advisable remove water with squeegee. 
Most chalks contain glue binder which goes 
into solution when moistened. This solution 
will fill the pores slate and will cause the 
surface most blackboards become “slick.”

TREATMENT FOR FROSTBITE 


The Engineering Extension Division the 
Iowa State College, Ames, Iowa, its Cus- 
todians’ News, suggests the following treat- 
ment for frostbite: 

Frostbite most frequently happens nose, 
cheeks, ears, toes, and fingers. caused 
exposure cold, frequently with insuf- 
ficient clothing. person also less resistant 
cold when exhausted. 

Frostbite small areas the face not 
particularly painful, but frozen fingers and 
toes are usually very painful and may result 
permanent injury. The person who suffers 
frostbite the face may not aware 
until someone else notices the grayish white 
spot. This spot, incidentally, actually ice 
frozen the tissues. 

Treat frostbite follows: mot rub the 
affected area with snow anything else, 
this may tear the tissues and cause infection. 
Gently cover the frozen area with the hand 
other body surface until thawed out. 
Thaw out frozen fingers and toes cold 
water, cover with extra clothing until 
thawed. not expose frozen parts heat 
‘or some time after they are thawed. The 
thawing out process must gradual order 
avoid possible permanent injury. 

When the whole body exposed severe 
cold (not frost bitten) the individual becomes

numb and drowsy, even Place 
the patient cool room. Rub the limbs 
briskly, and breathing has ceased, give 
artificial, respiration. When the patient begins 
react, place him warmer room and give 
him hot tea coffee. Then put him bed. 
When hands feet become cold they are 
numb, but not frost bitten, warm them slowly, 
not over radiator heater.
